The  present  "Form  of  Application  for  Election  of  Members"  is  more  complete  and 
genealogically  correct  than  the  previous  format,  and  research  students  will  highly  value 
these  records  >dien  they  are  eventually  placed  in  the  Public  Archives  of  Canada.

I  am  also  deeply  interested  to  learn  that  James  Kilborn  was  born  in 
Litchfield  which  I  understand  is  located  in  the  State  of  Connecticut,  The  Throop  family 
came  to  Canada  from  Lebanon  and  Litchfield,  Conn,,  and  they  were  the  pateamal  ancestors 
of  my  mother.  I  visited  in  that  area  many  years  ago  vdien  I  happened  to  be  spending  a 
vacation  in  Hartford. 

It  was  most  pleasant  to  see  you  and  Paule  at  the  delightful  gathering  in  the 
home  of  Dr.  Sterling  LeR.  Spicer,  U.E.,  on  Saturday  afternoon  last.  The  inauguration  of 
the  Colonel  Edward  Jessup  Branch  was  an  auspicious  occasion  and  my  wife,  mother  and  I 
were  privileged  to  be  present. 

Harriett  and  I  are  looking  forward  to  the  forthcoming  week-end  in  our  country 
home  at  South  Augusta.  We  would  be  happy  if  you  and  Paule  could  drive  to  the  homestead 
there  for  a  visit  on  Monday  afternoon.  May  20th.  In  the  meantime,  we  send  highest  re- 
gard and  best  wishes  to  j'ou  and  your  household.
